on the wheel of the law. 


Seventeen men and women were 


members of the gang, police said, 
and only one, Joe O'Roirdan, 
has 


evaded arrest. 


Eight of the 17 were arrested with- 


in the last two days by Detroit and 
state police; seven others already are 
in prison; one is dead—killed by his 
associates. 


The police say they have evidence 


to show the gang participated in the 
kidnaping and murder of David Cass, 
son of Gerson Cass, wealthy retired 
real estate dealer, last summer; the 
kidnaping, of Fred Bergeman, des- 
cribed as a retired Wyandotte boot- 
legger; the slaying of William Gunn, 
merchant; the kidnapping of Max 
Plummer, Toledo hotel man, and of 
Motthew Holdreith, Jr., Notre Dame 
student and son of a Detroit res- 
tauranteur. The families and friends 
of these persons paid large ransoms.

UNCONVINCING 


All of the reasons given by President 


Hoover for signing the Hawley-Smoot 
tariff bill are plausible. They make out 
a good case for the administration on 
paper but they do not alter the facts 
regarding the character of the bill it- 
self and the circumstances under which 
it has been enacted. The mere fact that 
the president feels called upon to de- 
fend his signature of the act by an ex- 
tended statement is an admission of its 
weaknesses as well as a recognition of 
its unpopularity. The statement is de- 
fensive throughout, except in the hope- 
fulness it expresses that the 
farmer 


will draw some benefit from it. 


To begin with, apology had to be 


made for keeping the country in a 
state of uncertainty a year and a half 
while congress 
mulled 
over 
tariff 


schedules and left business and indus- 
try in doubt as to what if any revision 
would be made. That was inexcusable 
in itself and while the 
tariff had no 


relation to the collapse of the 
stock 


market its revision undoubtedly has 
contributed something to the unsettled 
situation. In the next place, there was 
no public or private demand for gen- 
eral revision. There was, indeed, op- 
position by a substantial element of 
business and industrial leaders. 


Insofar as our commercial "relations 


enter into our national prosperity the 
country was getting along very well. 
Contrary to the pretensions of the poli- 
ticians responsible, it 
may not 
get 


along so well under the new law. The 
percentage analyses of the measure un- 
dertaken by Mr. Hoover mean 
very 


little. They give the act a general ap- 
pearance of innocence and moderation, 
but they do not disclose the estimate 
that the change may increase the cost 
of living to the American consumer by 
as much possibly as $1,000,000,000 per 
year. There are experts who claim that 
the sugar 
schedule alone will cost 


$300,000,000; the wool schedule anoth- 
er $300,000,000; hides, boots and shoes, 
$150,000,000; cement, $60,000,000; lum- 
ber, $50,000,000; brick, $15,000,000; til- 
ing, $25,000,000, and so on. A $1 un- 
trimmed felt hat will now cost $1.95 
and a $3.00 hat will cost $4.66. 
These 


are samples of the 890 increases made 
on dutiable commodities. 
Some 
35 


foreign countries with which the Unit- 
ed States enjoyed in 1928 favorable 
trade balances of $1,323,881,000 have 
protested the rates and threatened re- 
taliation in one form or another. While 
it is true that 90 per cent of American 
production is sold and consumed in 
this country the extra 10 per 
cent 


which is marketed abroad is essential 
to the maintenance of our prosperity 
at a high level. 
Already there is a 


marked recession in our foreign sales. 


The reasons and the forces back of 


this tariff law are shrouded in mystery 
although it is clearly the product of 
lobbying and log-rolling. 
If it is to 


have a stimulating effect upon busi- 
ness it is rather odd that on the day 
the president announced his intention 
of signing the bill the stock 
market 


should experience about 
the 
worst 


crash of the year. Its consequences in- 
directly and in due course of time its 
effects upon industry itself may 
be 


helpful to the extent that it has re- 
lieved business of uncertainty. On the 
whole, however, it has produced a de- 
cidedly bad impression throughout the 
entire country and has 
perceptibly 


dimmed public enthusiasm for the ad- 
ministration. 


Mr. Hoover's contention that the 


flexible provision will be employed to 
right inequalities and injustices is not 
convincing. Such hope is disproved by 


ith£experiences of the past. The conn- 


lad the tariff legislation is fin- 


jttttd, but it docs not approve what has 


n done.

politicians and by interests 


which do not hesitate to claim their 
own without respect to what it may 
cost the occupant of the White house. 
When the ballots are counted next No- 
vember the Republicans may have a 
different idea than they now profess to 
entertain of the merits of the Havvley- 
Smoot tariff act. 


UPHOLDING THE TREATY 
There is one subject on which Pres- 


ident Hoover speaks with obvious sin- 
cerity and conviction. It is the London 
naval treaty. Equipped by training and 
experience as no other president be- 
fore him to an understanding of the 
outside world lie has given foreign re- 
lations first place in his portfolio of 
policy. He is on firm ground in this 
field. 
He speaks Avith the assurance 


of truth. 
Not only does he know 


what he is talking about, but he is 
able to measure force against force, 
effect against effect, cause against 
cause, 
in arriving at a 
program 


or in considering the consequences 
of treaties. 
He is not weighing 


the London treaty merely in terms of 
guns and ships, although he insists, 
and with accuracy, that it gives the 
United States complete parity 
with 


Great Britain. In this position he re- 
futes the opinion of certain admirals 
and officers that there is disparity. His 
latest statement to the public is a chal- 
lenge to the professional navy crowd 
and to the political opposition in the 
senate, which refuses the slightest con- 
cession. It upholds the treaty in its 
broad phases and in all its particulars. 
It denies that there is anything' secret 
in the negotiations which brought it 
about, or that there is a "scintilla"' of 
obligation or commitment under the 
agreement outside of its expressed 
terms. 


The president is willing to go to the 


country on this issue and with 
good 


cause, for he knows the people are Avith 
him, 
Furthermore, he 
knows better 


than anyone else the validity of his 
own judgment concerning the treaty, 
which must stand or fall as an achieve- 
ment of statesmanship and not as a 
mere marksmanship of naval experts. 
As the president points out, it gives us 
a fleet equal in all respects to that of 
Great Britain, a navy measurably su- 
perior to that of Japan and adequate 
for all purposes of national 
defense. 


The real significance of the 
treaty, 


however, is that it once and for all ter- 
minates 
competitive naval 
arma- 


ment, setting up a precedent Avhich is 
likely to -govern for all time to come 
and Avhich must lead irresistibly to 
reduction in armament and cultiva- 
tion of peaceful international relations. 


NEEDS INVESTIGATING 


The United States Shipping board 


Avisely decides to go slow for a while in 
the matter of selling government ships. 
Congress has been asking for an inves- 
tigation and the 
president Avants a 


commission of experts to study the sit- 
uation and 
advise the 
government 


about it. 


The public, Avhile lacking enthusi- 


asm for government ownership of any 
kind of transportation utilities, has been" 
rather aghast at some of the sacri- 
fices involved in unloading the 
gov- 


ernment fleet of freighters and liners. 
Some purchasers seem t"6 have 
got 


their ships for almost nothing, and 
some have tried to sneak out of paying 
even that. Some have received, along 
Avith their ships, mail contracts which 
almost suggest that Uncle Sam is buy- 
ing his ships for private interests out 
of his own pocket. Meantime Uncle 
builds other HCAV and costly ships. 


The sacrifices may have been neces- 


sary, but they are at least unfortunate, 
and not A'ery reassuring as to the de- 
velopment of the kind of merchant ma- 
rine the country has always 
Avanted. 


Government ownership may be bad, 
but there are worse things.

YTHAT VITAMINS HAVE TO DO 


WITH STOMACH ULCER AND 
HOW WE SHOULD USE STATE 
PRISONERS 
In the United States and Canada 


the consumption of 
devitaminized 


food has constantly increased in the 
past few decades, and with this grow- 
ing fondness for manufactured, art! 
ficial, refined or sophisticated food 
we have observed an apparent in- 
creasing: prevalence of stomach ul- 
cer. I say the increasing pprevalence 
of ulcer in the stomach or duode- 
num is apparent; possibly it is in 
fact mainly a matter of more ac- 
curate diagnosis, for with better edu- 
cation and a rising scale of intelli- 
gence more sufferers from "stomach 
trouble" or "poor digestion" seek 
medical care. 


By dcvitamized foods we mean re; 


fined sugars, syrups, starches, cereal 
products such as "breakfast foods," 
candy, pastry, cakes, 
sweet, des- 


serts in general, chemically treated 
fats and oils, butter substitutes, man- 
ufactured substitutes for fresh milk, 
cured meats, drug store lunches and 
tabloid or concentrated nutritives, 
canned, smoked, dried, or salted fish 
or meat, shelf groceries, oplished rice, 
while flour and refined, corn meal. 
The original sources or natural states 
of the foods from -which all these 
staples arc derived are as a rule fair- 
ly rich in vitamins which are remov- 
ed or destroyed in the course of 
manipulation or preparation of the 
food for the consumer. 


Here again I would call attention 


to the great need for human material 
for experimental use. Nearly all of 
our present knowledge of the vita- 
mins rests, upon animal experimen- 
tation and we cannot apply 
such 


knowledge in human nutrition, not 
without long years of observation 
and expei-iencc; experience is a slow 
and difficult kind of experimenta- 
tion. 
Turn over to science state's 


prisoners for these vitally essential 
nutrition experiments. Such a reform 
would not only remove some of the 
stigma of imprisonment from socie- 
ty but it. would be of great benefit 
to society and morally, if not physi- 
cally to iho convict as -well. 


Because of this inapplicability Of 


nutrition knowledge to the test of 
human experience, it is very difficult 
to use the newer knowledge of nu- 
trition in practice. 
On the other 


hand, it would be wrong to teach 
that every infant must have cod liv- 
er oil daily if the additional expense 
is not absolutely necessary for the 
normal health and growth of the 
child. On the other hand it would 
bo unfair and unjust to discourage 
tho use of staples of long proved 
economy, or to urge 
the more lib- 


eral use of foods not so cheap un- 
less we are quite certain that these 
recommendations are the best solu- 
tion of the problem. 


Then there is another difficulty in 


the use of this newer knowledge. For 
instance, there is good evidence that 
a diet deficient in vitamins predis- 
poses to tho development of gastric 
or duodenal ulcer. 
On the other 


hand, some of the best sources of 
such vitamins are, according to our 
older views, objectionable items in 
the diet of one who already haa pas- 
trie or duodenal ulcer. Tills clash 
of older and newer ideas -will require 
long, long years of observation and 
experience to settle it. Give us all 
the prisoners of the state, and we 
can settle th« question in a year, 
by means of simple experiments with 
the diet of those who happen to have 
gastric or duodenal ulcer. I appeal 
to every member to help this human- 
itarian reform by giving moral sup- 
port to the 
scientific us« of the 


state's prisoners.

HOME, HAS LITTLE 


LEFT TO EXPLORE 


New York Awaits Adventur- 


er Who Has Been To Both 
Ends Of Earth 


He'» Explored Every Corner of World 


New York—When Rear 
Admiral 


Richard 
E. Byrd 
steps down the 


gangplank here 
on June 19, he will j 


come in for a whole 
lot of cheers,' 


ticker tape and all-around fame, but 
he will also be stepping into the un- 
usual position ot a grade-A explorer 
who hasn't much of anything left to 
explore. 


The biggest stunts available he has 


tackled and accomplished. Like Al- 
exander, he has no worlds left to 
conquer. 


He has flown over the North Pole, 


being th« first man to do that with 
an airplane. He has, likewise, flown 
over the South Pole, being the first 
man to do that. He has also flown 
across the Atlantic. He has traveled 
around the world, he has served on 
•warships, he has been given medals 
for such ordinarily heroic stints as 
saving men from drowning, he has 
been the star of a nationally watched 
football game and he has been made 
a rear admiral for his exploits; and 
there doesn't seem to be a great deal 
left for him to do. 


A good deal 
of speculation has 


been indulged in regarding his next 
venture. It has been reported that 
he will take a voyage of aerial ex- 
ploration up the Amazon, across the 
Arabian desert, over 
the limitless 


wastes of the Gobi or around the in- 
accessible peak of Mount Everest. 
Nobody knows. 
Those. 
however, 


seem to be about the only things left 
for him. 


When Byrd was 14 years old he 


wrote in his diary that he was going 
to explore the 
North Pole when he 


grew up. That was in 1903, at about 
the time when the Wright brothers 
were making- the 
world's first air- 


plane flight. Very likely it never en- 
tered his head that when he finally 
went to the 
North Pole he would 


travel through the, air. 


He went to the famous Virginia 


Military Institute and the Univer- 
sity of Virginia for his education, 
and at the* university injured his 
foot while playing- football. In' 190S 
he entered the naval academy at An- 
napolis, where he became a' football 
star: and in 1011 he played quarter- 
back on a navy team that beat the 
army. In this game Byrd injured 
his foot again—an injury that near- 
ly kept him out of the navy. 


Graduating as an ensign in 1912, 


Byrd spent three rears with the 
fleet and one year on the presiden- 
tial yacht. Mayflower; then in 1916, 
he was promoted to lieutenant, -ju- 
nior grade, and retired by the medi- 
cal board of the navy because of bis 
injured foot. 
Undaunted, he went 


to 'Rhode 
Island to organize 
the 


•state naval militia, of which he be- 
came commander; and in 1017, when 
Ihe country entered the war, he en- 
tered the naval aviation school at 
Pensacola, Fla. 


During the war Byrd got the idea 


of "a trans-Atlantic flight by navy 
seaplanes, and broached it to his 
superiors. 
The idea was accepted, 


and in 1019 he flew up the northeast 
Atlantic coast testing navigation in- 
struments for the NO boats that 
were to make the trip. To his dis- 
appointment, he was not allowed to 
go himself, but when the NC-4 be- 
came..the first airplane to fly across 
the Atlantic, Byrd was commended 
by the secretary of the navy for 
helping to make the flight a success. 


Later in that year Byrd was de- 


tailed as navigator for the non-rigid 
navy dirigible C-5, which was 
to 


make a trans-Atlantic flight. 
The 


ship was wrecked by* a storm while 
awaiting the trip however and again 
Byrd missed his chance. 


In 1021 he was sent to England 


to help bring back the dirigble 2R-' 
just bought by the U. S. govern- 
ment. This airship was wrecked in 
a test flight and Byrd—who was 
praised by the British air ministry 
for bravery in rescue work—again 
had missed his chance. 


In 1924 the Jinx hit him again.

The basic rules for French dress- 


ing is very simple. An acid, oil and 
seasonings are the igredients. 
The 


acid may be vinegar, lemon juice, 
grape fruit, lime juice, or 
orange 


juice. The herb vinegars should not 
be overlooked for 
they, too, add 


variety of flavor. 


The oil may be olive oil or one of 


the numerous vegetable or nut salad 
oils on the market. 


The. oil and acid are used in dif- 


ferent proporitions, although two or 
three parts oil to one part 
acid 


pleases the average taste. 


One-half teaspoon 
salt, 1-4 tea- 


spoon white pepper or paprika, 6 
tablespoons oil, 2 tablespoons vine- 
gar, or lemon juice. 


Mix salt and pepper. Add vinegar 


and when salt is dissolved acid oil. 
Boat hard with a fork or a small 
dovcr beater. .Or the ingredients 
can all be placed in a French dress- 
ing bottle and shaken vigorously. 


If 1he oil and vinegar 
are 
well 


chilled tho dressing 
will thicken 


slightly as it emulsifies and will .not 
separate as quickly. 


Mustard and sugar can be added 


as individual taste dicates. Not more 
than 1-4 teaspoon mustard or 1-2 tea- 
spoon sugar should be used. These 
are mixed with the salt and pepper 
and dissolved in the acid. 


If the bowl in which the dressing 


is mixed is rubbed with a slice of 
onion or a cut clove of garlic,

"My colleagues 
are

that something be done to correct 
the abuses arising out of the most 
vicious and unfair activities of the 
federal radio commission," said Dr. 
Sirovich in connection with this new 
legislation. 


"My bill would revolutionize 
the 


entire regulation of radio and would 
restore to the commerce department

He has therefore introduced a res- 


olution providing for renaming B 
Street Northwest, In Washington, so 
that it shall, after its improvement 
and the 
development of the area 


through which it runs, bear 
the 


name of Constitution Avenue. 


The preamble to Rep. 
Cooper's 


resolution gives the reasons for his 
action. It follows: 


"Whereas one of the many impor 


tant results of the completion of the 
Government plans, now being car- 
ried out, for public improvements in 
Washington, in the District of Co- 
lumbia, will be a B Street north- 
west, approximately two miles long 
from the Capitol Grounds to Arling- 
ton

public buildings, and which,

beautiful 
Mall 
and 


paikway within which are the Na- 
tion s unrivaled monument to George 
Washington and majestic memorial

leading over the river to the home 
of Lee, a street so rich with mean- 
ing to every true American heart, 
destined during the centuries to be

tution Avenue.
